FTER a notable railroad career of 52 
years, W, W. Hale, vice president in 
charge of system freight trafic, will re- 
tire December 81. W. G. Peoples suc- 
ceeds him. 


Hale joined Southern Pacific in 1901 
at San Francisco as a clerk in the Gen- 
eral Passenger Office, and except for the 
period of Federal control of railroads in 
World War I, has been with the Com- 
pany continuously since that time. 


Tn his long service, he has represented 
Southern Pacific in many capacities, in 
all parts of the country, building up a 
reputation as an outstanding authority 
on all subjects pertaining to freight traf- 
fic, His acquaintance with business 
leaders extends from coast to coast. 

From his start in the Passenger De- 
partment, Hale transferred to the office 
of Superintendent of Transportation in 
1904, and in 1917 was appointed eastern 
car service agent at Chicago.

During wartime control of the rail- 
roads he was assistant manager of the 
refrigerator car department of the car 
service section of the Federal Railroad 
Administration. When the lines were re- 
turned to private management in 1920, 
he was appointed general agent for 
Southern Pacific at Detroit. 


In 1929, Hale returned to the Pacific 
Coast as assistant to the freight traffic 
manager in San Francisco, devoting par- 
ticular attention to the solicitation and 
development of traffic. 


Tn 1932, he became freight traffic mgr. 
at Portland, and from 1934 to 1938 was 
gen}. freight trafic manager for the 
Company’s lines in Texas and Louisiana, 
with headquarters in Houston. 

His next assignment was as general 
traffic manager for the railroad, with 
headquarters in Chicago, In this position 
he had general supervision of the salici- 
tation of freight and passenger traffic in 
the middle western, castern and south- 
eastern states. 


Hale returned to San Francisco in 1942 
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as vice president of system freight traflic. 

Peoples joined Southern Pacific in 
1920 at Birmingham, Alabama, where 
lie became traveling freight and pas- 
senger agent. Prametion to general 
agent at Atlanta, Georgia, was followed 
by service as assistant general traffic 
manager at Chicago, In 1942, he was 
made freight traffic manager at New 
York, and in the following year estab- 
lished headquarters at San Francisco 
as freight traffic manager. He was ap- 
pointed assistant vice president, system 
freight traffic, in 1947. 

In 1951 Peoples attended the Ad- 
vanced Management program conducted 
by the Warvard University Graduate 
School of Business. He is a member of 
the California Club of Los Angeles, the 
Bokemian Club of San Francisco, Asso- 
ciated Traffic Clubs of America and the 
Pacific Trafie Association. 


SP Asking Research For 
Cushion Coupling Device 


DEVICE for cushioning the cou- 

pling of freight cars is being sought 
by Southern Pacific to improve service 
to its shippers. Announcement was made 
Jast month that the Company has en- 
gaged Stanford Research Institute as 
consultants on the project. 

According to President D. J. Russell, 
indications are that a form of shock 
absorber, built into the center sill of new 
cars and actuated hydraulically appears 
to hold the most promise. 

He indicated that the action of the 
hydraulic part of the device, when cars 
are coupled, would increase the cushion- 
ing effect in proportion to the impact 
on the couplers, thus preventing damage 
to cars or lading when cars are coupled 
at speeds in excess of present safe Hmits. 


The research, while still in the exper- 
imental stage, is part of the Southern 
Pacific’s continuing campaign to protect 
shipments, he said.

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Diesel Fleet Will Be 
Increased by 79 Units 


NNOUNCEMENT was made Decen- 
ber 2 by President D. J. Russell 
that Southern Pacific is placing orders 
for another 79 new diesel freight loco- 
motive units. 

Tt is expected that the cost of the 
new diesels will raise 10 approximately 
$215,000,000 our Company’s investment 
in 1,341 diesel locomotive units ordered 
since the end of World War EL. 

The diese] orders will include 57 units 
of 1750-hp each, 16 units of 2400-hp each, 
and six units of 1200-hp each, raising 
our total diesel horsepower to more than 
two million. Three-quarters of the freight 
on SP is now hauled by diesel locomo- 
tives, the president stated, 

First ten of the new units are ex- 
pected to arrive before the end of De- 
cember and all the others before next 
August.

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Thousands Already Have Joined 
Group Hospital Insurance Pian 


INCE the Group Hospital Insurance 
Plan for dependent families of SP 
and affiliated companies was announced 
in October, more than 13,000 railroaders 
have enrolled as of December 1. 
Effective date of the plan was Novem- 
ber 1. Since that time, 210 policyholders 
have filed notices that dependents en- 
tered hospitals and that claim would be 
forthcoming. Provident Life & Accident 
Insurance Co., through which the plan 
operates, has already paid 79 claims 
amounting to $21,390, ranging from a 
few dollars to almost $500. It was noted 
that all claims are receiving prompt 
handling. 


Principal benefits under the plan in- 
clude up to $10 a day for a maximum 
70 days’ hospital board and room; a 
maximum $200 for other hospital 
charges; up to $250 for surgical ex- 
penses, and a special polio expense 
benefit up to $5,000. All of these bene-

fits apply to each individual covered 
under the policy even if more than one 
dependent is in the hospital at the same 
time. Employes themselves are covered 
by a $500 accidental death or dismem- 
berment benefit. 


Those applying for the plan before“ 
the 60 days’ original canvass period ends 
on December 31 will not be required 
to answer questions about the physical 
condition of their dependents. No phys- 
ical examinations will be required; all 
present health conditions will be cov- 
ered, and there will be no waiting pe- 
riods. After December 31, it will be nec- 
essary 10 qualify for the insurance and 
delays before policy effective dates are 
to be expected. 

People who joined SP after November 
1 will have 60 days after their employ- 
ment began in which to apply for the 
insurance under the same terms as dur- 
ing the 60 days’ original canvass period. 

All Pacific Lines employes should 
have received application blanks and 
booklets explaining the plan in detail. 
Anyone who didn’t should see his super- 
visor.

ANY CHANGES MADE? 


REMINDER to SP men and women 

to report any change of address or 
marital status which took place during 
the past year has been issued by P. J. 
Kendall, general auditor. 

This information is required, he says,

The same applies to your marital 
status, he added, emphasizing the im- 
portance of your Withholding State- 
ment correctly showing whether you are 
single or married when you file your 
income tax return. The form also should 
show your correct Social Security 
number.

PRICES AND WAGES OUTDISTANCE RATES: In twenty years, 1933-1953, 
the prices paid by the railroads for fuel, materials and supplies increased 
209 per cent and wage rates increased 205 per cent, whereas the average 
amount which the railroads received for hauling a ton of freight one mile 
increased only 49 per cent, and the average amount the railroads received for 
performing a passenger-mile of service increased only 33 per cent. 
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J TNLIKE the Christmas shopper who 

has only to worry about packages 
heing properly wrapped and addressed 
for the next few weeks, the railroads 
are faced with the problem the year 
round, 

A package without marks moving on 
the railread is like an amnesia victim— 
neither can tell where they came from 
nor where they're going. But the pas- 
senger could he handled relatively easily, 
compared to the shipment, which is a 
real pu: 


Reports of such shipments go to the 
Freight Protection, Merchandise and 
Station Service Department's “Over and 
Short Bureau” in San Francisco. The 
“short” shipment is one that 
pletely niissing or arrives at its destina- 
tion with part of its consist missing. 
When that missing part shows up som 
where else, without any billing, it is 
classified as an “over” shipment. 


“Shorts” are reported on a pink form, 
“overs” on yellow. When these pink 
short and yellow over reports arrive at 
the FPM&SS “laundry” the reasons usu- 
ally boil down to errors in checking and 
loading, in reporting delays, stoppages 
for transloading and that old bugaboo, 


“shortage claimed by consignee, not 
verified by shipper.” 

Overages are not too difficult to ex- 
plain if they are tagged itcms, such as 
pipe, rods, valves and fittings which go 
astray when their tags are detached. 
More difficult are merchandise items in 
cartons, which lose their identity despite 
marks and labels. Scotland Yard has no 
greater puzzlers than items like an in- 
cinerator, ten-foot boat trailer and bi- 
cycles. More routine hafflers include 
household goods, trunks and personal 
eflects. Since it is difficult ta match such 
items with a corresponding shortage, 
this merchandise often winds up in the 
salvage warehouse. 


The “clotheslines” of pink shorts and 
yellow overs can be shortcned if ship- 
pers, ,consignees and our own freight 
handling forces will remember these 
simple requirements listed by FPM&SS: 
Proper marking of ali LCL; careful 
checking; keeping accurate station rec- 
ords. 


This is important to all of us. In the 
final analysis, when the linc is burdened 
with those pink shorts and yellow overs, 
it’s our Company that goes to the clean- 
ers, due to loss claims. 


UNCLE SAM GETS 72% OF RAILWAY TAXES: Of $972,805,000 in taxes 
paid or accrued by the Class I railroads in the first nine months of 1953, about 
$698,000,000, or 72 per cent, was for the Federal Government, and $275,000,- 
000, or 28 per cent, was for state, county and local governments. 
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“BUSTER BLUNDER” made on effort to get into the proper Christmas 
spirit by decorating his home, but so strong are his habits formed on the job that 
the result was a shambles. Always careless about checking clearance on boxcar 
doors, “Buster” was a cinch to break a couple of feet off the top of the tree when 
he carried it into the house. And when he set the box of ornaments on the floor 
with the same disregard he shows for packages marked “Handle With Care” the 
decorations looked like they'd been in the path of an atomic blast. “Buster” 
proved he’s a stickler for good housekeeping, however, by sweeping the debris out 
of sight under a convenient chair. Of course, he couldn’t do much about the sloppy 
sign, but signs are something he pays no attention to anyway. “Buster” will be 
back on the job next month. Watch for him and let us know if you catch him in 
the act of contributing to freight loss and damage. It could be worth $5 to yeu. 


One of the shortest laws ever passed In the first half of 1953 the rail- 


by Congress—fifty-three words in length 
—was approved by President Lincoln 
March 2, 1863. It provided “that the 
gauge of the Pacific Railroad .. . from 
the Pacific Coast te the Missouri River, 
shall be . . . four feet, eight and one- 
half inches.” 


To build just one 2,000-horsepower 
diesel locomotive unit requires more 
than two miles of electric wiring. Ap- 
proximately 10,640 feet of wire are built 
into each diesel locomotive unit, 
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roads collected 2.69 cents for each anile 
of passenger travel. This is Jess than it 
was in 1930, when wage and price levels 
were far below what they are today. 


AU the other forms of transporta- 
tion in the U. S. combined do not carry 
as many tons of freight as many miles 
as do the railroads of this country.

First White Man 


Famed Spanish explorer Francisco de 
Coronado was the first white man to 
visit the ruins of an Indian farming 
pueblo on the banks of the Canadian 
River near where the present city rises. 
He was followed by missionaries, buffalo 
hunters, cattlemen, and, with the coming 
of the railroad in 1888, by the sod-bust- 
ing farmers whose barbed wire fences 
ended forever the days of the open range 
but brought civilization to the Pan- 
handle. 

Following discovery of the first natural 
gas well in 1918, the region's present 
industrial development began. 

Three railroads serve the city, Pan- 
handle & Santa Fe, Fort Worth & Den- 
ver and the Rock Island, whose Cherokee 
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becomes our Imperial on the Tucumcari 
Los Angeles portion of its run from 
Memphis. Part of the heavy freight 
volume SP exchanges with Rock Island 
at Tucumcari also passes through Ama- 
rillo along with many carloads of petro- 
leum products, carbon black, livestock, 
meat, agricultural and oil field machin. 
ery, grain, cotton and other agricultural 
products originating in the Amarillo 
territory.

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SP’s Famous Tehachapi Loop 


Now Official State Landmark 


F{NCIRCLED by rumbling freight 
trains on Southern Pacific’s world- 
famous Tehachapi Loop in the moun- 
tains south of the San Joaquin Valley, 
some 3000 historians, dignitaries and 
railfans gathered October 25, to dedicate 
the spot as an official California land- 
mark, 


Dedication of the marker commem- 
orated the 100th year since the Teha- 
chapi route was first surveyed in the 
hope of building a railroad. 

Among those who officiated at the ded- 
ication were (picture on opposite page, 
left to right) J. L. Mountain, landmarks 
chairman of the Kern County Historical 
Society which sponsored the event; R. 
E. Hallawell, general manager; W. E. 
Eastman, supt., San Joaquin Division; 
and Frank A, Nejedly, old-time retired 
SP telcgrapher and agent, who accepted 
ihe monument on behalf of the residents 
of Kern County. Mayor G. Koutraulis of 
Tehachapi, not shown in picture, and 
other civic and fraternal leaders, partici- 
pated in the unveiling of the plaque. 

Hallawell, who was the principal 
speaker, told hew the Leop was Jater 
sutveycd (77 years ago) by Engineer 
William Hood to lift trains toward the 
summit of Tehachapi Pass over what is 
now one of the busiest and most modern 
sections of single-track railroad in the 
nation. 

“Tf you looked down on the Loop from 
the air,” he said, “you would sec that it 
is laid out to resemble two large circles. 
There is at Jeast one spot where a rear 
brakeman in the caboose of an ascending 
train is able to see directly behind and 
above him, his own locomotive at the 
head of the train, apparently following 
him.” 

Pointing out that the route chosen by 
Hood is still believed to be the only 
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practical one to pull a train over those 
mountains, Hallawell explained how 
Centralized Traffic Control has increased 
the train carrying capacity of the single 
track by almost 75 per cent. He told of 
the advantages of diesel power over 
steam locomoli and how radio com- 
auunications have cased the movement of 
heavy freight trains over the mountains. 


Following the ceremony, railfans 
swarmed over a pair of steam locomo- 
tives spotted there for that purpese by 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fe, which 
also uses our line. As music by the 38- 
piece band from Edwards Air Base 
echoed off the hills, camera enthusiasts 
divided their time between photograph- 
ing these engines and the long diesel- 
powered freight trains which snaked 
around the mountain throughout the day. 

As a special feature, Southern Pacific 
arranged a passing of two freight trains 
on the Loop, the operation being handled 
by remote control by the dispatcher at 
Bakersfield.
